Ministerial 
impatience 
at delays in 
planning

In an of fort to speed plan* 
ning procedures, ilie Depart¬ 
ment of the Environment is to 
publish regular details of the 
number of appeals it receives 
and the time it takes to deal 
with rbem. 

The department will also ask 
local authorities to follow its 
example and provide similar 
information on planning appli¬ 
cations. 

In an interview with ' 77w 
Times, Mr Michael Heseltine, 
Secretary of State fo r the 
Environment, emphasized his 
impatience with the long delays 
rhat have become an abiding 
feature of the system. The 
rapid release of pirbliciv owned 
land to the private sector was 
particularly important for 
inner urban are3 regeneration, 
he said.

Mr Heseltine also made it 
clear that, in his view, money 
provided by the Government for 
urban renewal had been spread 
too thinly over too many pro¬ 
jects. He wanted to see it con¬ 
centrated on specific schemes, 
which would vary considerably 
from one place to another. 

“ But it is important to recog¬ 
nize that there is only a 
limited role for the Govern¬ 
ment”, lie added. 

He also affected surprise at 
the angry response from local 
authorities to his plans to limit 
their expenditure, and sugges¬ 
ted that the answer lay largely 
in reducing staffs. His depart¬ 
ment employed S per cent fewer 
people than when he came to 
office nine months ago, yet all 
he was asking local authorities 
to do was to make a 21 per cent 
cut over two years.

Local authorities offer plans to 
Ml* Heseltine to avoid 
proposed block-grant system

Plans for financing local 
government, designed to avoid 
tile introduction of the Govern¬ 
ment’s proposed new block 
grant system, were yesterday 
Heseltine, Secretary of State 
for the Environment, by the 
local authority associations. 

The association? were res¬ 
ponding ro Mr Hesei tine’s 
challenge that if they could 
come up with an alternative 
which satisfied the Govern¬ 
ment’s objectives of overall 
control he would consider it 
seriously. 

Their solution, retaining the 
needs and resources elements of 
tiie rate support grant which 
would disappear under the 
Government’s proposals, meets 
Mr Heseitine’sh objectives “in 
a way which his own proposals 
cannot ”, the associations state. 

They are convinced that their 
grant and accountability pro¬ 
posals *' can operare within the 
established constitutional re¬ 
lationships between the elec¬ 
torate, local government, central 
government and Parliament, 
whereas his proposals funda¬ 


mentally alter those relation¬ 
ships in a manner which can 
only be detrimental to local 
aod centra] government, and to 
public administration in gen¬ 
eral ". 

The plans hove been prepared 
joint lyby the Association of 
County Council, Association of 
District Council, Association of 
Metropolitan Ccuncils, London 
Boroughs' Association and the 
Greater- London Council. 

* They argue that the block 
grant system would encourage 
overspending and be roo com¬ 
plicated. 

Accordingly, The associations 
envisage a new system of assess¬ 
ing the needs of a council, tak¬ 
ing account o fits population 
and ' the groups within it. 

They have not yet worked 
out in detail the new system, 
but criticize the Government’s 
proposal for a standard expen¬ 
diture worked out centrally. 

” There is no way in vnikb 
any centrally operated, formuia- 
based needs assessment could 
ever be good enough to enable 
the Government to use it to 
specify what individual authori¬ 
ties ought to be spending ”, 
they say. 


The associations suggest a 
framework in which the needs 
Kraut distribution would be 
based on "notional” needs 
assessments. In chat the figures 
would be notional, and would 
not bear any direct relationship 
to the actual spending of in¬ 
dividual authorities. 

Changes would be made to 
the resources element of the 
grant, which is paid to authori¬ 
ties whose ratable v?lue per 
head of population is below a 
standard national figure. Ar 
present .one of the difficulties 
is that the more an authority 
spends, the more resources 
grant it receives. The associa¬ 
tions would simply limit the 
grant by. relating an authority’s 
entitlement u> its actual ex¬ 
penditure. 

The associations urge “most 
strongly" that Mr Heseltine 
asks the grants working group 
to examine and exemplify their 
proposals, so that they can be 
included in the 'Local Govern¬ 
ment, Planning and Land Bill. 
Since the Bill is now in its 
standing committee stages, 
tim eis sheet if they are to force 
changes in it..

Industrial injuries aid reviewed 


MPs told of role for Polytechnics

A clear distinction between 
die function of the polytechnics 
and that of the universities 
needed to be re-established, 
Mrs Angela Rumbold, chairman 
of the Council of Local Educa¬ 
tion Authorities, told a Com¬ 
mons select committee yester¬ 
day. The uncontrolled post- 
Robbins expansion of higher 
education was regrettable, she 
said. 

There were many students in 
universities who should be 
going to polytechnics, she said. 
The polytechnics had become 
identified in the minds of 
teachers and pupils as some¬ 
thing second best to a univer¬ 
sity, whereas in fact they were 
intended to fulfil entirely dif¬ 
ferent roles. 

The universities were con¬ 
cerned' with 'research and a 
philosophical approach to edu¬ 
cation. while the polytechnics 
were designed to respond more 
to national and local needs and 
should not indulge in high-level 
research. Unfortunately, there 


had been some blurring of the 
edges between the work done 
in the two types of institution 
in recent years. 

Representatives of both the 
Association of County Councils 
and the Association of Metro¬ 
politan Authorities, who were 
giving evidence to the Select 
Committee on Education, 
Science and the Arts, were 
adament that the polytechnics 
and other maintained colleges 
offering courses of higher 
education should remain under 
the control of local authorities, 
and wholly separate from the 
universities. 

TEiey agreed, however, that 
there was a need for a national 
body, including a strong local 
authority element, to plan and 
distribute funds to higher 
education within the main¬ 
tained sector, and that a new 
national joint committee, con¬ 
sisting of members of that body 
and of the University Grants 
Committee, should be set up to 
help coordinate higher educa¬ 
tion across the binary Line.

The first review of the indus¬ 
trial injuries scheme -since its 
introduction in 1948 was 
launched yesterday in a consul¬ 
tative document published by 
the Department of Health and 
Social Security. Ministers de¬ 
nied that the review foreshad¬ 
owed any- intention of abolish- 
| ing the scheme, but said any 
changes must not involve extra 
cost. 

“Society owes a special debt 
to people‘injured at work or tu 
the widoYfs of those killed at 
work ”, Mr Reg Prentice, Minis¬ 
ter for Social Security, said. 

The review, ordered by the 
previous Labour Government in 
the wake of the Royal Commis¬ 
sion on Civil Liability and Com¬ 
pensation for Personal Injury, 
has beerh complied by officials 
and does represent government 
policy. 

The basic question posed is 
whether a preferential scheme 
is still justified in view of im¬ 
proved sickness and invalidity 
benefits since the mid-19fi(ls. 
But Mr Prentice admitted that 
the review might conflict with 
government proposals to make 


employers responsible'for sick¬ 
ness benefit during the first 
eight weeks. 

The. renew says a preferential 
scheme is still needed so long 
as economic circumstances rule 
out a comprehensive disability 
benefit scheme at industrial in¬ 
jury levels for all disabled 
people. 

- Many of the suggestions in¬ 
volve one group of the indus¬ 
trially injured gaining at the 
expense cf others. For example, 
ir is argued thar the film cost 
of the “preference” under in¬ 
dustrial injury benefit, paid for 
up to 25 weeks at £2.75 more 
tnan the richness rate, could be 
saved. That money could be 
used to bring forward, from the 
present 26 weeks, tile dare on 
-which disablement benefit 
becomes pavable. 

The £2.75-a-week differential 
has remained unchanged since 
1966, and its value has fallen 
from 73 per cent above the sick¬ 
ness benefit level in 1948 to 15 
per cent. 

Apart from abolishing the 
benefit altogether, the review 
suggests it could either be in¬ 
creased, at a lost of £24m if its 
70-per-cent lead were reestab¬ 
lished, or maintained as now. 

Disablement benefit is not 


regarded as needing much 
change. The review points out 
chat a pensioner assessed as 100 
per cent disabled can, under 
the industrial injuries scheme, 
draw £66.20 a week tax free, 
compared to 28.20 for someone 
with no disablement pension. 

The review suggests that 
chanegs are needed in the 
allowances thar can be paid on 
top of disablement pension. 
The special hardship allowance 
paid to peole with less than 
100 per cenr disability to com¬ 
pensate for loss of earnings 
capacity contains many anoma¬ 
lies. 

The review suggests rhat the 
allowance could end at retire¬ 
ment age. compensate only for 
half of lost earnings up to 
£30.40 a week, and be with¬ 
drawn where invalidity benefit 
is also being paid. The com¬ 
bined savings would total at 
least £50m a year, of which 
£45m could be spent on raising 
the maximum allowance. 

The review questions the 
existence of sox different rates 
for attendance needs under the 
industrial injuries scheme, help¬ 
ing 2370 people, compared with 
the 271,000 receiving two rates 
of attendance, allowance under 
the main-social security scheme.

The Government felt it right at 
present to give greater weight to 
political, industrial and commercial 
considerations in the allocation of 
of overseas aid, Lord Carrington, 
Secretary of State for Foreign and 
Commonwealth Affairs and Minis¬ 
ter of overseas development, said 
in a statement on the Govern¬ 
ment’s review of the overseas aid 
programme. Questioned, he com- 
merited that Britain could not 
afford to pretend she was a rich 
nation and must cut the money 
given to overseas countries accord¬ 
ing to her resources. 

Lord Carrington said oar ability 
to support development overseas 
is dependent on the state of our 
own economy, and the need to 
stregthen it. Nevertheless the Gov¬ 
ern! ent will continue to provide 
aid to the developing counties on 
a substantial scale. Official aid 
continues to be an essential ele¬ 
ment in development especially for 
the poorest countries. 

Within the limits of oar 
resources we must seek to relieve 
poverty in the developing world 
so as to create conditions for 
greater peace and stability; and 
to contribute to the growth of 
world trade on which Britain so 
critically depends. 

Trade is of tbe greatest import¬ 
ance for fixe developing countries. 
If the free world were to slide 
towards protectionism we would 
all suffer, but the consequences 
far the developing countries 
would be particularly serious. We 
ourselves provide a substantial 
market for their products and will 
encourage others to do the same. 

Private Investment can and 
should play a greater part in 
development, and we hope that the 
relaxation of exchange controls 
will further encourage British 
firms to invest overseas. 

We believe that Is right at the 
present time to give greater 
weight in the allocation of our 
aid to political, industrial and 
commercial considerations along¬ 
side our basic developmental 
objectives. 

We need to maintain the 
strength of our ties with the Com¬ 
monwealth to which the greater 


part of our bilateral aid now goes, 
and to fulfil onr obligations to our 
remaining dependencies. We must 
also be able, when necessary, to 
offer help and encouragement to 
other friendly countries.. 

Tbe greater part of our bilateral 
aid is tied to procurement In the 
United Kingdom and so prorides 
valuable orders for British firms. 
Onr contributions to multilateral 
Institutions also enable British 
firms to compete for very sub¬ 
stantial business financed by them 
all over tiie world. We are 
examining mesas by which they 
might get a greater share of this 
business. 

Since 1978 about 5 per cent of 
tiie bilateral aid programme has 
been made available from the aid/ 
trade provision for sound develop¬ 
ment projects (which are also of 
commercial and industrial import¬ 
ance for British firms), in 
developing countries to which we 
do not normally provide aid or 
where the planned allocation is 
already committed. In order to 
maintain the value of tills pro- 
visloh in real terms, its share of 
the bilateral aid programme will 
now be increased.

Lord Carrington—We really most 
cut the money ire give to overseas 
ccran tries according to our 
resources. We must put our 
economy in order before we can 
increase our aid programme and 
before we can even keep to the 
sum of money we spent tiie year 
before last. These are unpalatable 
frets but we cannot afford to pre¬ 
tend that we are a rich country. 

There is nothing incompatible 
with using aid to further foreign 
policy. Our foreign policy is a 
thoroughly good one and is in the 
interests of the peace of the world. 
To tie our aid tro those interests 
and use it for developing countries 
in a way beneficial to them and ns 
is not discreditable but sensible. 

We have to spread the butter 
more thinly and spread it to our 
advantage as well as to that of the 
recipients. 

Daring later questions. Lord 
Carrington said mul tilateral aid 
was more difficult to cut because 
they had a series of commitm ents 
over a number of years. So, 
broadly speaking. It was bilateral 
aid which suff ered; yet it was this 
ai d whic h was most useful to this 
country. 

Tbe Government was seeking to 
redress the balance. The sort of 
thing it bad in mind was that there 
were some contributions which 
Britain made to United Nations 
funds- which, he suspected, were 
out of proportion now to CNF as 
compared to when the figures were 
originally settled.

Because Britain was tbe biggest 
net contributor to tbe budget of 
the European Community she bad 
a special concern to see that the 
cost of the common agricultural 
policy was brought under control. 
Mr Frier Walker, Minister of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, 
said in a statement on the outcome 
of the Council of Agricultural 
Ministers meeting in Brussels on 
Monday. 

He said that he had emphasized 
this point to his cofieagties 
although several member states 
had argetrf that tbe Commtefou’s 
proposed farm prices increases 
were far too modest. 

I pointed out that the Co mmie - 
ska’s own proposals would pro¬ 
duce only a relatively small overall 
saving on tbe estimated budgetary 
tost of the CAP, and that tins was 
only achieved by tbe raising of 
substantial additional revenues 
through the proposed levies on 
milk. I said that firm price 
restraint was necessary, particu¬ 
larly for those commodities in 
structural surplus, including mflk, 
sugar and wine. 

On the main problem com¬ 
modity, milk, I argued that the 
Commission's own proposals were 
intended to prevent further sur¬ 
plus. and would do nothing to 
tackle the level of tbe existing 
surplus. 

I said that the Council needed 
a plan to achieve a s t e ady reduc¬ 
tion in surpluses. 2 opposed the 
exemptions from the co-responsi¬ 
bility levy which would discrimi¬ 
nate against the United Kingdom, 


and 


as well as the Netherlands 
Denmark, who ' supported my 
stance. The details of the milk 
proposals are now to be studied 
further by a group of senior offi. 
dais. 

Tbe Council had a further dis¬ 
cussion of sugar but dad not reach 
agreement. 2 supported tbe Com¬ 
mission’s proposal to cut maximum 
quotas by 13 million tonnes. How¬ 
ever, I made it plain that even tbe 
Commission’s revised quota pro¬ 
posal far the United Kingdom dis¬ 
criminated strongly against the 
United Kingdom In that it would 
stm involve a 24 per cent cut in 
our present . maximum quota, 
compared with a cut of only 5 
per cent in other member states 
and in France and Germany. 

Other countries objected to the • 
quota allocations and mqr decision 
was deferred until tbe next meet¬ 
ing -of tiie Council on March 3 
and 4. 

In a further discussion ot 
sbeepmeat, there was wide recog¬ 
nition in the Council of the serious 
consequences for the Community 
which resulted from a failure or 
one n teinbei country to obey the 
law.

The Commis¬ 
sion has come forward with a pro¬ 
posal for a beef-cow subsidy, 
limited co the first 15 cows in any 
herd, which would discriminate 
against tiie British beef herd con¬ 
siderably. We are willing to con¬ 
sider such a subsidy proriding it is 
on all cows. 

As to the beef premium, we 
must wait to see whether there is 


a satisfactory intervention system 
and a satisfactory beef-cow system 
which would have tbe confidence 
of British beef producers. 

Unless that happens, it is essen¬ 
tial to continue the beef premium. 

We are opposed to tbe reten¬ 
tion of the butter subsidy while 
the Community continues to send 
subsidized butter to the Soviet 
Union. 

Mr Peter Mills (West Devon, C) 
—Tbe retention of the butter 
subsidy is important to the con¬ 
sumer and is a method of claw¬ 
ing back some of tbe finance we 
have paid over to tbe Community.

Review of suspected child-abuse 
cases called for in report on 
girl killed by drug-taking mother 


From Arthur Osman 
Leicester 

The report of an independent 
inquiry into the death in 
Leicester of a year-old girl at 
the bands of her mother said 
yesterday: “ The tragedy was 
allowed to occur winbout any¬ 
one ever doing anything effec¬ 
tive to prevent it 

Jt said there was a need to 
review procedures in Leicester¬ 
shire for cases of suspected, or 
actual, child abuse; some guid¬ 
ance documents for profes¬ 
sional workers were “ woolly 
and verbose existing litera¬ 
ture needed radical revision ; 
all professional workers should 
undertake training on bow to 
ded with such cases. 

The child, Caxfy Taylor, was 
a twin and died in July 1978- 
Her injuries included a frac¬ 
tured skzdL Her mother, Mrs 
Shirley Taylor, now aged 28, 
was sent e nc e d to five years 1 
imprisonment last July for 
manslaughter and Si-treatment 
of the cbSJd. 

Tire inquiry, under the chair¬ 
manship of Mr Richard Millard, 
former Clerk of Buckingham¬ 
shire County Council, said both 
the mother and father “ appear 
to have been on drugs most of 
the material time and the - 
home conditions varied from 
poor to squalid. Her mother 
vraa reputed to have a violent 
temper; from tune to time, 
and particularly-in the closing 
months of early’s life, relatives, 
friends and others expressed 
concern about her condition 


and spoke of having seen 
bruises. 

/‘The social worker, health 
1451107 ond probation officer 
principally involved, however, 
did not in the main recognize 
signs of ill-treatment or neglect 
o.’ did mu act as the circum¬ 
stances demanded and were not 
convinced that sbe was in any 
immediate danger, although 
bath twins were placed on the 
local register of driukfren at 
risk very shortly before Carl vs 
death.” 

Discussing the damp, cold- 
water flat where the family 
lived, described as a 11 drug 
squat ”, the Veport said that a 
health visitor had told the in¬ 
quiry that “merely because 
people slept on mattresses on 
the floor she did not regard this 
as unsuitable in the circles in 
which the Taylors moved. We 
also asked her about the drug 
aspect and again, to our sur¬ 
prise, she said she bad never 
seen any sign of drugs but 
added that she had never 
knowingly been in contact with 
people who were misusing 
drugs.** 

The twins were discharged 
from hospital to this flat and 
** there was known to a number 
of people, but not wholly to any 
one of them, a collection of fac¬ 
tors which made it at least ques¬ 
tionable whether die twins 
should bare been discharged 
home ar that stage.** 

The husbmid was remanded 
in custody shortly afterwards

Teacher in fear of Ripper loses self-defence plea

A. Bradford schoolteacher lost 
her ' fight at Bradford Crown 
Court yesterday to establish 
that women who feared anack 
by the Yorkshire Ripper could 
carry a knife for self-defence.

She was 
also ordered to pay £75 towards 
her legal aid.

Alarm in 
London 
at wave of 
intimidation

There were indications in the 
House of Commons yesterday 
that rite Government is becom¬ 
ing increasingly alarmed over 
developments in Rhodesia, and 
the apparent failure of all the 
efforts being made to reduce 
intimidation. 

With elections now only a 
week away. Sir lan Gilmour, 
the Lord Privy Seal, and Gov¬ 
ernment spokesman on foreign 
affairs in the Commons, told 
the House that political intimi¬ 
dation was malting it extremely 
difficult for most parties to 
campaign in certain areas. Lord 
Soames, the Governor, was con¬ 
tinuing bis consultations with 
party leaders, aimed at stem¬ 
ming thes eactivities. 

There had been a disturbing 
number of violent incidents.

UN group waits as Iran shifts emphasis of 
investigation to ‘crimes’ of United States

Dr Kurt Waldheim, the 
United Nations Secretary-Gen¬ 
eral, was able to make his 
much-delayed announcement to¬ 
day of the appointment of a 
commission to visit Tehran. 

The arrival of the five com¬ 
missioners in the Iranian capi¬ 
tal has, however, been delayed 
until tbe weekend and their 
mandate Is far less specifically 
linked to the release of the 
American hostages than the 
United States had wanted. 

Even after the cabled accept¬ 
ance of the mission had been 
received early this morning 
from President Bani-Sadr. last- 
minute hitches delayed Dr 
Waldheim's statement. 

He had hoped to persnade 
the Iranians to accept the mis¬ 
sion’s arrival today—indeed tbe 
five were at the airport in 
Geneva awaiting his go-ahead— 
but Iran was adamant in insist¬ 
ing on three days’ grace in 
order, as they said, to make 
proper preparations. 

This delay puts paid to the 
suggestion made earlier this 
week that February 27 might 
be the deadline set by the 
Americans for the completion 
of the mission’s work. 

Nobody can envisage them 
taking less than a week over 


their investigation, especially 
since tbe Iranians want them 
to interview each of the host¬ 
ages—presumably to question 
them about American involve¬ 
ment in what the Iranians view 
as crimes against their people. 

The Iranians have clearly 
been less accommodating than 
Dr Waldheim had hoped. In a 
short, terse press conference 
announcing the appointment of 
the commission Ve declined to 
say whether there was any in¬ 
formal understanding on' the 
timing of the hostages’ release, 
though he did affirm that there 
was no fixed deadline for com¬ 
pletion of any of the commis¬ 
sion's tasks. 

"This is a very delicate mat¬ 
ter and T do not warn to enter 
into the substance of the agree¬ 
ment.” be said. Nor would he 
commenr on the statement over 
Iran radio that the commission's 
brief was to look into the 
*■ treacheries, crimes and cor¬ 
ruptions ” of the United States 
in its dealings with the regime 
of the former Shah. 

The Iranian Interpretation of 
tiir mandate, taken together 
with the requirement that the 
commission should interview 
the hostages, shifts its emphasis 
to an investigation into the 
record of the United States 
rather han that of the Shah, 


which had been the orginal 
understanding. 

President Carter has already 
said that his administration will 
not apologise for any of its past 
actions. 

The mandate of the commis¬ 
sion as anocnced today by Dr 
Waldheim is “to head Iran’s 
grievances and allow an early 
solction to the crisis between 
the United States and Iran 
He added that it would com¬ 
plete its work as soon as it 
could, and report to him. 
Another wait: After spending 
most of the day at tbe airport 
waiting for tbe go-ahead from 
New York, the five-member 
international commission set 
up by tbe United Nations to 
receive Iranian complaints 
against the former Shah's 
regime tonight settled into a 
hotel here for a further wait 
(Alan McGregor writes from 
Geneva).

on extremists’demands 

to settle among Arabs in Hebron

Hebron, Feb 20 
A large Arab city steeped in 
Jewish Biblical history with a 
mayor who supports the Pales¬ 
tine Liberation Organization 
and a heavily guarded Jewish 
settlement perched provoca- 
- lively on its outskirts, Hebron 
has long been die focal point 
for the Arab-IsraeK conflict on 
the occupied West Bank. 

.- After the murder of a young 
•Jewish settler in its crowded 
-Casbafa, last month, the situation 
has reached the point where 
both the American and Egyp- 
-tion governments have given 
;warnings that the future of the 
Middle East peace process 
could be undermined. 

" In an emotional response to the 
killing of Mr Joshua Sioma, an 
immigrant from Denmark, the 
Israeli Cabinet bowed to right- 
wing pressure and decided in 
principle to allow Jews to settle 
in the city centre. It will have 
to vote an die next few weeks 
whether to implement he deci¬ 
sion, a move which would mark 
3 radical change from the pose- 
1967 policy of keeping settlers 
away from large concentrations 
of Arabs. 

Jewish extremists from Kir¬ 
yat Arba, the new suburb of 
concrete tower blocks which 
overlooks Hebron, have used 
the occasion to renew demands 
to return to a number of build¬ 
ings in the residential area. 
They claim that these were 
abandoned, by members of the 
ftnail Jewish community who 
fled in August, 1929, after more 
than 50 of their fellows bad 
been massacred by Arabs. 


Most of the extremists sup¬ 
port Gush Erntmim (Block of 
the Faithful), the group which 
advocates the right of Jews to 
live in any part of the Biblical 
land of Israel. They stubbornly 
disregard the opposition of 
Hebron’s 50,000 Arabs to the 
proposed move, or the sheer 
impracticability of moving fami¬ 
lies into a hostile environment. 

“This is no longer 1929 and 
we now have our soldiers and 
strict laws to defend us," ex¬ 
plained Rabbi Mosfae Leringer, 
who helped to set up Kiryat 
Arba 10 years ago. “If the 
Army left, we would be killed 
so there must be an indefinite 
occupation. We want as many 
Jews to come and live here as 
possible." 

Other supporters of a Jewish 
return to Hebron are more out¬ 
spoken, openly advocating the 
exodus of the Arab population 
from the city—one or the four 
in the world regarded as holy 
by the Jews. Speaking during 
the recent curfew which kept 
20,000 Arabs confined to their 
homes. Rabbi Haim Druckman, 
a member of the Knesset, told 
a crowd of several hundred 
Jews: “Anyone who does not 
want us here can find some¬ 
where else to live." 

As a start, the settlers have 
submitted a list of five buildings 
in. the city centre which they 
claim can be occupied immedi¬ 
ately. But Mr Yitzhak Zamir, the 
Attorney General, has ruled out 
die legal feasibility of occupy¬ 
ing three of them because they 
are leased under protected ten¬ 
ancy agreements to local organ¬ 
izations

Martial law 
extended 
in Turkey 

Ankara, Feb 20.—-The-Turkish 
Government placed two more 
provinces under martial law 
today, including the Aegean 
province of Izmir where troops 
and left-wing militants clashed 
last week. 

The Cabinet was acting on a 
recommendation yesterday from 
the National Security Council, 
the country’s highest advisory 
body, which called for martial 
law in Izmir and southern 
Hatay province on the Syrian 
border. 

Martial law was' declared in 
13 of Turkey’s 67 provinces in 
December, 1978, when bloody 
political .riots broke out in 
eastern Kahramamnaras pro¬ 
vince. Six more provinces were 
added to the military rule Hst 
last April. 

The Cabinet, acting on 
another National Security 
Council recommendation, today 
lifted martial law in eastern 
Sim province, leaving a total 
of 20 provinces still under 
military controL 

Hie city of Izmir has been 
the scene of political violence 
for more than a month. Hatay 
has experienced sporadic poli¬ 
tical killings and other acts of 
violence for the past two 
months.—Reuter.

Riddle of Everest near solution 

Japanese climbers to 
seek Briton’s body 


Tokyo, Feb 20.—Did the 
Brinish climbers, George Leigh 
Mallory and Andrew Irvine 
conquer the summit of. Mount 
Everest before succumbing ro 
an icy death in June, 1924 ? 
They -were last seen about 800ft 
below the summit before clouds 
bid them from view. 

One of the riddles of the 
world’s highest mountain, which 
has baffled experts, may soon 
be solved by a Japanese team 
preparing for a spring expedi¬ 
tion to climb the 29,028ft peak. 

A Chinese climber, just 
before bis own death on Mount 
Everest last October* reported 
seeing the body of on English¬ 
man at a height of 26,580ft. 

The Japanese team will be 
searching for a camera carried 
by Mallory and Irvine near the 
summit. Experts believe the 
films in it could still be 
printed. 

A picture of one of the two 
men on the peak would change 
the history of mountain climb¬ 
ing. It is widely acknowledged 
that Sir Edmund Hillary, of 
New Zealand, and Sherpa 
Tensing Norgay, members of 
the eighth British expedition, 
were the first to reach the 
summit of Mount Everest in 
1953. 

Since then, 105 climbers m 
19 parties have reached the 
summit. But ail of them, except 
12 members of two Chinese 
expeditions who climbed Mount 
Everest in 1960 mad 1975, 
through the Tibetan north-east 
ridge route, known as the 
Mallory route followed southern 
routes from NepaL 


The Japan Alpine Club will 
send its expedition to China 
to attack the peak by way of 
the north-east ridge and the 
un conquered north wall between 
lace April and early May. 

Avoteri Hasegawa, a member 
of the Japanese reconnaissance 
porav, told reporters that last 
October, just below the north 
col a Chinese guide-climber 
told him he had seen an 
Englishman's body during a 
Chinese expedition in 1975. 

Mr Hasegawa; a Buddhist 
priest, said the Chinese, Wang 
iiongbad, had been a member 
of the unsuccessful first attack 
party on the summit. The 
second and third assuIt parties 
succeeded in putting nine 
members on the s ummit . 

According to Mr Hasegaiva, 
Wang, pointing' with his pick 
axe to tbe final pyramid area, 
said he saw the body behind 
rocks and wrote the figure 
8,100 on the snow, indicating 
the height in metres. 

Mr Hasegawa does not under¬ 
stand Chinese but with the help 
of Wang’s gestures and written 
Chinese characters he under¬ 
stood what Wang wanted to 
say. 

Mr Hasegawa, who will take 
part in the assault party this 
year, believed tbe body was 
that of either Mallory or Irvioe. 

Mr Tom Holzel, an American 
climber has written to the 
Japan Alpine Club, asking it 
to search for any traces of the 
tvrojn eluding a camera. Mr 
Hoizel believes that at least one 
of the two Britons had a chance 
of reaching the top.—Reuter.

Thai alliance* 
aimsto 
bring down 
Premier

Bangkok, Feb 20 

In an attempt to overthrow 
General Kriangsak Chacnnja- 
nand as Prime Minister of Thai- 
land, workers, students and puli, 
ticians are joining in an alliance 
similar to one that forced an 
earlier military junta from 
power in 1973. 

They have declared that re. 
moving General Kriangsak is 
their main_ aim. _ He has been 
Prime Minister since November, 
1977. 

Almost 10,000 people took 
part In an anti-Governmem rally 
yesterday. It was the biggest 
political’demonstration in Thai¬ 
land since the military coup of 
October, 1976, and an even 
bigger protest is being planned 
for tomorrow. 

Meanwhile, political parties 
are irying ro force the Govern¬ 
ment to recall Parliament tn 
discuss the deteriorating 
economy and declining confi¬ 
dence in the Government. 

Inflation is running ar more 
than 20 per cent and there is 
dissatisfaction with General 
Kriangsair's reshuffled govern¬ 
ment. In the reshuffle, six 
elected politicians were dis¬ 
missed. Of the remaining me li¬ 
bers of the 38-man government, 
only three were elected. The 
others were appointed. 

Political commentators here 
regard the challenge as the most

Rio dc Janeiro, Feb 20.—-When 
Tele Santana was offered the job 
as Brazil’s soccer manager, he 
replied : “ It’s a good way to grow 
old quickly,” and went off on 
holiday. Six days later Mr Santana 
reappeared and said be was ready 
to take on tbe task of steering tbe 
the national side back to success 
in tbe World Cup. 

Mr Santana, .aged 48. who is 
regarded as a tough disciplinarian 
with a talent for building young 
players Into good profess! onals, 
knows he will be under tremen¬ 
dous pressure as BrazB go for a 
record fourth World Cup triumph 
in Spain in 1982. He is aware that 
be will become a national hero 
or a figure of public scorn—there 
is no middle path in this soccer- 
crazy country. 

At die last World Cup, in 
;entlna two years ago, an 
jy of Claudio Coutinbo. Mr 
Santana’s predecessor, was burnt 
by fans after Brazil drew their 
two opening matches. Mr Coutinho 
is still strongly criticized for the 
defensive tactics which kept Brazil 
unbeaten but put them into third 
place behind the winners, Argen¬ 
tina, and the beaten finalists, tbe 
Netherlands. 

Mr Santana’s uncompromising 
methods with temperamental 

E layers has led to tbe belief that 
e is opposed to individual 
talent. Bat be says : ** 1 am not 
against tbe star, but if a famous 
player wants to be included in a 
team managed by me, he must 
expect t» work hand.” The Brazil. 
Ian Football Confederation have 
insisted that the national manager 
mast drop any club ties, so Mr 
Santana’s contract with tbe Sao 
Paulo dub, Palerras. bas ended. 

The change in policy may have 
stemmed from Mr Coutinho’s 
double role. He trained the Rio 
side. Flamenco, while in charge 
of the national team and many 
blamed the twin involvement for 
Brazil’s poor showing in recent 
internationals. 

Mr Santana comes from the 
small town of Imblrito where be 
started as a player In his teens. 
At 18. he joined a leading Rio 
dub. Fluminense, where be gained 
several international caps as a 
right winger. 

He has trained footballers for 
nearly 20 years and achieved his 
greatest success in 1971 when he 
steered Atletico Minelro to the 
national championship. Mr Santana 
said : " No player will get a 
ticket to Spain jost on past glory. 
Another harvest of players is 
appearing so Brazil could be 
showing the world some new feces 
in 1982.”—Reuter.

Olympic Games 


Cousins sentenced to solitary confinement 


From John Hennessv 
Lake Placid, Feb 20 

A protective arm is being thrown 
araaod Robia Cousins, the British 
figure skating champion, here to¬ 
day. His brother, Nicholas, said: 
“ He’s better off in jail He 
was ref erring to the Olympic Vil¬ 
lage, which Is to be converted to 
what is euphemistically called a 
correction centre when these 
Games are finished. 

1c Is bad enough for Cousins's 
mother and father to move freely 
today, celebrities themselves now 
as a result of his splendid short 
programme yesterday, so one can 
well imagine how their son would 
be bounded if he were to set foot 
in Lake Placid himself. This would 
be no proper preparation for what 
he regards as tbe supreme moment 
of Ms life, the men's free pro¬ 
gramme tomorrow night. " He 
needs to relax today ”, his mother. 
Jo. said. *’ because it's what he 
has worked for for four years.” 

Here a confession is called for. 
Later editions of The Timea today 
pinpointed tbe West German 
judge, Elfriede Beyer, as tbe 
crucial arbiter In whether or not 
Cousins is able to add the Olympic 
title to the European, as John 
Curry did four years ago. 

With more time to study the 
volume of statistics with which 
figure skating overwhelms us, Z 
now see that the Canadian Judge. 
Alice Pinos, stands iu the same 
position. Tbe omens, moreover, 
are that she might be more easily 
won over than the German. 

Tbe accompanying table shows 
how the judges’ marks, adiusted 
according to tbe prescribed for¬ 
mula. stand for each of tbe Four 
leading skaters. 


All the excitement springs from 
Cousins’s short programme that 
almost certainly removed two 
obstacles from his path, Charles 
Tickner and David Santee, both 
oF die United States. It also left 
Jan Hoffmann, of East Germany, 
with a perilously small lead of 
less than 0.1 of a mark over Cou¬ 
sins according tq four judges, and. 
we must hone. within range of rite 
Briton's superior free skating 
elsewhere tomorrow. 

In the event of a tie according 
to Judges one. eight and nine (free 
skating marks go to only one deci¬ 
mal point) or of one of tbe 
Americans being unexpectedly 
moved up to first place by a 
jndge or two, the peculiarities of 
che scoring system would prob¬ 
ably favonr Hoffmann rather than 
Consins. 

Cousins’ cause bas not been 
helped by an intemperate out¬ 
burst by bis trainer. Carle Fassi, 
last night. Mrs Pinos, on whom 
much may depend, will have read 
his opinion that “ she most be 
mad '* after she had given 5.8 to 
Tickner for the technical merit of 
his short programme. 

Those who know their skating 
will recognize tbe substance of Mr 
Fasti’s remark because Tickner 
clearly failed the obligatory double 
loop jump (my eyesight did indeed 
fall me, since be landed tbe jump 
on the right. correct, foot, bnt go¬ 
ing forwards Instead of back¬ 
wards). Under the instructions 
given by tbe International Skating 
Union be should have been marked 
down by 0.5 for that one lapse 
alone. Perfection elsewhere would 
have taken him therefore to only 
5.5, but be fell short of perfection 
elsewhere, except perhaps in the 
step sequence. But for all that. 



Mr Fassl's remark was, to say the 
least, undiplomatic, uttered “ In 
tbs beat of the moment ”, he told 
me. “ I must apologize to her.” 
So he bad. and quickly. 

In the short programme Mrs 
Beyer marked Cousins only 0.1 
above -Hoffmann, whereas Mrs 
Pinos, with 5.9 and 6.0 for Cousins, 
put a handsome 0.5 between the 
two.

Lake Placid, Feb 20.—The Soviet 
sitter, Vasili Rocbev, recovered 
from a fall at the start to lead his 
team to victory today in the 4x10- 
kllometre cross-country relay. It 
was the fourth Nordic gold medal 
for the Soviet Union, who crossed 
the line in one hoar 57min 3.46sec. 
The Norwegians took the silver 
medal one minute 42 seconds be¬ 
hind the Russians. Juba Mieto 
pulled the defending champions, 
Finland, up from fifth place on the 
last leg to snatch the bronze medal 
from West Germany. 

Rocbev, a 28-year-old soldier, 
spilled on to tbe snow in tbe mass 
scramble from tbe starting line to 
get tbe running track and was last, 
some 20 metres behind tbe field, 
at the 150-metre mark. But he 
quickly overtook tbe other trine 
skiers and had forged ahead after 
six kilometres. Rocbev, who was 
second behind team-mate Nikolai 
Zlmvatov in tbe 30-ldlo metre race 
last week, finished the first leg 24 
seconds in front of Norwegian 
Lars Erik Erfksen. 

Norway’s Per Knot Aaland pro¬ 
duced a fine second leg to catch 
the Russian Nikolai Bazbukov and 
led by a second ax the change¬ 
over. But Evgeni Beliaev regained 
the lead for the Soviet Union and 
built up an advantage of 52 
seconds over Norwegian Ove 
Aunli. Then Zrtnyatov took over 
the last leg and extended the lead 
over Norway’s top racer, Oddvar 
Bra a. 

TMe Norwegians were never 
seriously challenged for the silver 
medal, clocking one hour 58 
mi mites 45.77 seconds. Finland 
were just over one minute 14 
seconds behind 

The Swedes, who were expected 
to be in the thick of tbe medals 
battle, finished a disappointing 
fifth in two hours 42.71 seconds. 
The Swedish team never recovered 
from a bad first leg by Sven-Ake 
Lund back who was back in ninth 
place, two minutes 18 seconds 
slower than Rochev.—Reuter. 


Day of dismay for two fallen favourites

Lake Placid, Feb 20 

Two of tbe three favourites for 
the Women’s Olympic Giant Slalom 
put themselves out of reach of the 
gold in the first round today. 
Marie-Tberes NacUg (Switzerland) 
missed a gate near the top of 
the course and Annemarte Moser, 
lying only seventh, seems to have 
too much time (1.31 sec) to catch 
up. It was 23-year-old Hanoi Wen¬ 
zel (Lichtenstein), a silver medal 
winner in the downhill, who 
swooped down like a bird to lead 
tbe field. 

Irene Epple (West Germany), 
who came with her sister Marla 
to Scotland two years ago to com¬ 
pete in an open International 
championship, lies in second 
place. She told afterwards of a 
heart-stopping moment when she 
nearly lost her ski stick and had 
to grab at ft. 

Another West German Is third. 
Blonde Christa Kinshofer had 
achieved few important sld race 
successes until last winter when 
she won five dmes in a row. 
Illness daring die summer delayed 


her training until November. Her 
time today, is only .44 sec ahead 
of Erika Hess of Switzerland and 
the Swiss are hungry for victory 
with few- medals to tbeir credit In 
any of the sports here at Lake 
Placid.

Australia coasts to victory 
in blustery conditions 


Sydney, Feb 20.—America’s Cup 
challenger, Australia a proven 
heavy weather yacht, will be fit¬ 
ted with a new mast to improve 
her performance In the light 
conditions that generally prevail 
at Rhode Island In September. 

Australia, skippered by Jim 
Hardy, emphasized her superiority 
In Mastery winds, by gaining an¬ 
other comfortable win against 
Gordon Ingate’s Greta n in the 
second heat of the trials series 
here today.

Australia’s designer and tacti¬ 
cian.

Seversd new sails have 
already been rested and tbe new 
mast will be added for the final 
series against Gretel n next 
month.

Ingate said: “ As Sweden, 

France and Britain are also chal¬ 


lenging America, there will be a 
knockout style series between the 
challengers in August when light 
conditions dominate Rhode rainrirf 
weather.

Wentworth chosen for 
British women’s Open 


The British women’s Open 
golf championship is to be played 
over the East course at Went¬ 
worth from July 23 to 26. Pretty 
Polly will sponsor the event, 
putting up prize money of 
£15,000 with £4,500 going to the 
winner, ihe Ladles Golf Union 
announced yesterday.

Lions will welcome 
the return of Brown

Gordon Brown, the Scotland and 
British Linns lock forward, whose 
last international was in New Zea¬ 
land In 1977, will be playing rugby 
again this weekend, after a lung 
absence from the game. Having 
taken a week’s holiday to prepare 
himself. Brown, aged 32. has been 
chosen by his club, West of Scot¬ 
land, Tor one uf their junior 
teams. 

This should be good news for 
his country, who might now 
expect to have him fit and avail¬ 
able for the Calcutta Cun match 
against England at MurrayHeld on 
March 15. and even better tidings 
for the British Lions selectors, 
whn will be meeting after that 
match to choose ihcir side to tour 
South Africa. The man who has 
rekindled Brown's interest is Syd 
Miliar, the manager of the 1980 
Lions, who was coach of the 
unbeaten Lions side in that 
country in 1974, when Brown was 
an integral part of an overpower¬ 
ing forward effort. 

Brown won the last of his 30 
caps for Scotland in the home 
championship of 1976 and diet), 
in the first half of the following 
season, was suspended for 12 
weeks after a violent confronta¬ 
tion with an opponent during a 
televised game between Glasgow 
and North Midlands. His opponent 
was banned bv the Scottish Union 
for 26 months. 

Players everywhere must have 
asked themselves whether they 
would not have retaliated, just as 
Brown did, to a flagrantly vicious 
act. But his reaction could not be

But all such difficulties 
now seem happily resolved, his 
wife is keen that he should make 
another tour, “ Kroon of Stood’* 
seems equally enthusiastic, and the 
moment surely bat come for the 
Scottish hierarchy to make some 
placatory and encouraging ges¬ 
tures to one of the finest forwards 
their country has produced. 

West of Scotland, still not quite 
out of Hie relegation zone In file 
first division, are due to play 
Steivarf s-Uelville FP In an impor¬ 
tant club championship game at 
Jnvcrldth on March 8.

A quartet comprising Brown, 
Bill Beaumont and Maurice Coi- 
clougb (England), and Alan Martin 
(Wales) looks at the moment to 
he the likeliest and most promis¬ 
ing combination of locks for the 
1980 Lions.

Wincanton receives a weU-deserved treat

It is the good fortune of that 

B opuJar little Somerset course, 
Hncanton, to stage the final 
trials for the favourites for both 
file Gold Cup and the Champion 
Hurdle this year. That is no more 
than fbey deserve because it is an 
extremely wen-run course that has 
a tremendous following in the 
area. 

In the past the favourite for one 
or other of the big races at Chel¬ 
tenham has turned up at Wincan¬ 
ton to stretch his limbs In public 
in either (he King well Pattern 
Hurdle or the Jim Ford Challenge 
Cop, but never both. However, 
with both Pollard st own and 
Diamond Edge on parade this 
afternoon, that is the treat in 
store. It matters not that neither 
will be betting propositions. In 
these parts the prospect of seeing 
two such good horses in action 
wsn be sufficient to pack the 
enclosures to bursting point. 

If either is likely to be made 
to struggle this afternoon it will 
surely be PoUardstown on a 
course which could prove too 
tight for comfort. Pollardstown is 
a dour horse and I can recall 
seeing that great stayer, Persian 
War, even made to look rather 
ordinary at Wincanton before he 
won one of his three titles at 
Cheltenham. 

Walnut Wonder and Random 
Leg are both good enough to 


ensure that Philip Blacker Is 
unable to take things easily on 
Pollardstown. Nevertheless, Pel¬ 
la rdsiown should still he favourite 
to win tin’s year’s Champion Hurdle 
at the end of the day. 

It will be both a surprise and 
a shock if Diamond Edge is still 
not beading the market for the 
Gold Cup after the Jim Ford 
Challenge Cap. What with all the 
ducking and diving that has been 
going on of late, he is opposed 
by only Master Smudge and 
Rangedene. In last year’s Whit¬ 
bread Gold Cup, Diamond Edge 
gave Master Smudge 161b and 
beat him by a length and a half. 
Today they will be carrying the 
same weight. Rangedene is a 
poinr-to-poimer who appears to be 
completmy out of his depth. 

At Windsor yesterday Border 
Incident, one of Diamond Edge's 
likely rivals at Cheltenham next 
month, enjoyed precisely the sort 
of warm-up for their big day that 
Diamond Edge should experience 
this afternoon. After announcing 
that he will definitely be on Border 
Incident at Cheltenham the cham¬ 
pion jockey, John Francome, re¬ 
marked ** that was an ideal race ; 
he was never off the bridle yet he 
still galloped three miles and 
jumped 18 fences and it will have 
done his confidence nothing but 
good.” 

It was Border Incident's morale 
that bis trainer. Richard Head, 
also referred co. After fafflimg at 


Bay dock Park in November, Head 
has primarily been concerned with 
restoring his confidence and these 
last two easy races at Kempton and 
Windsor should have done the 
trick. Knowing the Border Inci¬ 
dent of old, it never ceases to 
amaze me how he has calmed 
down with age. Yesterday he wan¬ 
dered around the paddock Hke 
an old sheep whereas once be 
even needed the company of a 
goaf tn quieten irim down. 

Yesterday’s race was run at a 
sedate pace throughout and at no 
stage (fid it r epre sent a trial, of 
strength. But with Francome in his 
most confident frame of mind. 
Border Incident disposed of his 
two rivals far more easily than a 
quick look at the bare result might 
suggest. All in an ft was an emi¬ 
nently satisfactory performance 
and one which obviously delighted 
his two devoted owners, Anthony 
Warren der and Lord SutBey, 
especially the former who had 
flown in from New York earlier 
in the day soldy to see the race 
and returned whence he came 
straight afterwards. Mr Warreu- 
der’s travelling expenses amounted 
to more than the prize money that 
be won but the pleasure that he 
derived was immeasurable. 

Early in the day, Queen Eliza¬ 
beth the Queen Mtxher also 
derived an enormous mnount of 
happiness from watching her 13- 
year-old, Isle of Man, carry bee 
colours successfully in the Magna 
Carta Handicap Steeplechase. The 


Queen Mother has a particularly 
soft spot for Isle of Man And with 
good reason. He is by Manfcoo. 
the first horse that she ever owned 
outright; she bred him mid now 
he has won 14 races for her, three 
of which have been at Windsor. 

With one exception Isle of Man 
jumped Ms fences yesterday. with 
all tas customary fluenefc and won 
without too hard a race with the 
cheers of the crowd ringing in 
his ears. In Ms previous race Isle 
of Man had been beaten fair and 
square by Professor Plum at San- 
down which would seem to be a 
pointer to Professor Plum’s chance 
of winning again at Wincanton tide 
afternoon. 

Finally, Anthony Grossman, who 
is clerk of the coarse at Good- 
wood, told me at Windsor yester¬ 
day while on a busman's holiday 
that the rebuilding of file new 
Ftaod at Goodwood is right on 
schedule and that he and the con¬ 
tractors are confident that every¬ 
thing wEH be finished and ship¬ 
shape long before the big meeting 
there in July.

Is breast cancer 
next for a treatment 


At last the ride seems to be turning in 
the medical .battle against breast cancer 
—the most common cancer in women.

Mortality was err in some forms of 
cancer in the 1970s—notably childhood 
leukaemia and lymphatic cancers such as 
Hodgkin's disease—by treatment with 
combinations. of drags such as cyclophos¬ 
phamide, methotrexate and vincristine. 

Specialist units throughout the" world 
conducted a long series of research trials 
id which groups of patients were treated 
with, different drug combinations and 
kept under observation year after year, 
slowly but steadily improving the propor¬ 
tion cured and reducing the frequency of 
unpleasant, often dangerous side effects. 

The same approach is now producing 
dividends in breast cancer. In the earliest 
major trial Dr Gianni Bonadonna’s 
research group in Milan has been com¬ 
paring the results.of treating women by 
the conventional operation,- radical masec- 
tomy, with a combination of the same 
operation and treatment for a year with 
three anticancer drags. Five years after 
the start of the trial 48 per cent of the 
first group of women are free of any 
'signs of recurrence of their Cancers ; in 
those given drugs the proportion. is 64

per cent. The difference is even more strik¬ 
ing in the younger, premenopausal 
women: 44 per cent survival without 
recurrence for surgery alone and 69 per 
cent in those given drugs. These encourag¬ 
ing results have stimulated many other 
groups to try similar . treatment pro¬ 
grammes—as was done with the leukaemia 
trials—by looting at small variations in 
rhe treatment in an attempt to improve 
the results. 

Should drug treatment now be com¬ 
bined with surgery in every case? The I 
currenr consensus of surgical opinion is | 
that such a decision would be premature. 
The drag treatment is unpleasanr and 
longer evaluation is needed both to assess 
its effects an mortality and any possible 
delayed complications. 

A second important change in attitudes 
to breast cancer bas been wider recogni¬ 
tion oF the .variability of the disease in 
different women. Some have fast-growing 
tumours which, without treatment, cause 
rapidly fatal illness. Others (rarely) have 
tumours which, have little effect oo health 
for 15 years or more. Age and hormonal 
balance are further important factors and 
much current research is aimed at assess¬ 
ing the pattern of :the disease in indi¬ 
vidual women. Tests carried out at the 
time of diagnosis can. help establish how 
far (if at all) the disease nas spread, and 
taken into account with the other factors 


Screening for early diagnosis 


Screening for breast cancer could lead id 
a car in the number of deaths from the 
disease by as much as a half, judging by 
early results from the first major breast 
screening project m rhe country. 

It. is just one year since the government 
set up the project to screen women aged 
45 to 64 in two centres, Guildford and 
Edinburgh, to determine the impact of 
screening (both by X-ray and examina¬ 
tion) on the mortality rate. In two other 
towns, Nottingham and Huddersfield, the 
effectiveness of self-examination of the 
breast is being studied and in seven years, 
deaths from breast cancer in the four 
centres wall be measured against those in 
four unscreened towns. 

First findings from Guildford, where 
7,500 women have been screened, show 
a pieje-up rate of five breast cancers per 
thousand women. But what is significant 
is that the cancers are smaller, less wide¬ 
spread and in more cases operable than 
those which come through the usual 
channel of “oat patients" clinics. The 
one other large-scale breast screening 
project, in New York in the 60s, showed 
screening cut the death rate by one-third. 
At Guildford, however, more advanced 
techniques are enabling cancers to be 
detected at an earlier stage. 

The size of a tumour, its stage of de¬ 
velopment and degree of spread are all 
important in gauging the outlook for the 
patient. In the screening project, only 
10 per cent of women who had cancer had 
a tumour which had spread to the lymph 
glands, generally a sip) of a poorer prog¬ 
nosis, as against 40 per cent of those at 
clinics. Again, half the patients at 
clinics have tumours of five centimetres 
in diameter or more, which means they 
are coo advanced for Tadical surgery to 
he the sole answer. Those have to be 
treated with radiotherapy. 

In die project however the equivalent 
percentage was 2D per cent. The pro¬ 
portion of big and widespread tumours is 


expected to be even less this year, as 
the first year will have screened out aQ 
advanced cases. 

Women with small, confined breast 
cancers do well. If the tumour is no more 
than two centimetres -icross, as was the 
case with over half those operated on for 
cancer in the sample, there is an 85 per 
cent likelihood tne women will live at 
least 10 years; -under one centimetre the 
likelihood is 95 per cent, which is normal 
life expectancy. 

Another encouraging finding is that the 
screening is detecting women whose 
cancers are at such an early stage that 
they do not have to' have the breast 
removed. With pre-cancerous lumps still 
at the stage where they have not spread 
beyond the first tissue layer, the pre- 
in vasive stage, then ir is possible to nave 
a segment of breast excised and by skilful 
juggling of the rest of the tissue, recon¬ 
struct the breast 

If the pre-invasive cancer is sc a tte r ed 
throughout the breast at several sites, then I 
Instead of removal of the breast, the total 
breast tissue can be taken out, leaving, tire 
outer skin under which a false breast or 
prosthesis is inserted. Five of the 35 
cancers detected last year were dealt with 
by some reconstruction of the breast. ' 

One criticism sometimes made of breast 
screening is that operations are done tm* 
necessarily, on doubtful lumps which turn 
out to be benign. Guildford prides itself 
on one of the lowest biopsy rates of any 
such project to date. Tne 7,500 women 
screened represented a response rate of 
69 per cent of all invited, a figure slightly 
distorted because of errors with addresses 
and the provision of breast-screening by 
one or two firms in die' area such as 
Marks and Spencer. Only very few women 
failed to come through fear, most feeling 
it better to know about thefr health than 
worry In ignorance. 

Of the 7,500, one in eight were recalled 


for further checks and of these one quarter 
referred for surgical opinion, which was 
under 2 per cent of all screened. Of these 
in turn, only two thirds had an operation, 
with five cancers discovered among than 
for every seven lumps that were benign. 
The usual ratio is one cancerous lump for 
every five benign. 

Obviously a big factor in determining 
the value of such screening nationally will 
be owe. I>r Barbara Thomas; project co¬ 
ordinator, estimates that with the project 
cost last year at £120,000, the cost per 
woman screened is £15, or £3,000 per 
cancer found. The cost of screening for 
cervical cancer works out at roughly the 
same, at about £3,500 per cancer. But she 
says it can be done much more cheaply, 
at a cost of £7 to £8 per woman, using 
-X-ray alone, although the pick-up rate 
might be 90 per cent of that when both 
mammogram and examination are used. 

. But national screening would be quite 
hnpossubfe, doctors argue, without proper 
back-up facilities on the way of interested 
surgeons, pathologists, and radiologists, 
all trained to interpret the signs of breast 
cancer. Nurses at Guildford have been 
trained to examine breasts and doctors 
other than radiologists to read the mam¬ 
mograms . (often part-time women doctors 
working from home), and -there is a large 
back-up staff of volunteers to help with 
the paperwork. 

•This training ought to be- going on 
throughout the country now, if Dr 
Thomas’ predictions are correct and a 
need far national breast screening is con¬ 
firmed by the project results in seven 

r ats. She emphasizes that the screening 
not going Co prevent the disease itself 
bur prevent people dying from it. With 
12,000 deaths a year from breast cancer 
in England and Wades, a cut of half 
would be no anall saving in lives.

The longest lunch queues in 
London now are for wholefood. 
Vegetarian restaurants and 
health food shops are not new. 
What is changing is their style. 
Nakedly worthy rabbit food and 
pretend meat have been swept 
off the polished pine by satis¬ 
fying well-dressed salads served 
in pretty pottery bowls. Scrump¬ 
tious pizzas, quiches, breads, 
buns and cakes made with 
whole grain flour are seducing 
taste buds nurtured on sliced 
sandwich loaves. Hot whole 
grain pasta dishes, soups, pies, 
yogurt drinks, fruit juices and 
wickedly delicious puddings are 
persuading busy people to part 
with their time and money not 
just because whole food is 
wholesome, but because it tastes 
so good. 

Peter Robinson, the fashion 
store at Oxford Circus, now has 
its own Cranks resturant on the 
first floor, and a fourth Cranks 
shop in London is due to open 
in Covent Garden this _ spring. 
The area already bas its own 
flour mill supplying the popu¬ 
lar bakery next door in Neal’s 
Yard. I used its 100 per cent 
whole grain wheat floor to test 
these recipes and at last I un¬ 
derstand why freshly ground 
flour is so prized. It really does 
smell and feel more alive titan 
flour -which has been stored for 
any length of time. 

No doubt this is why domes¬ 
tic grain mills, hand operated 
or electrically driven, are find¬ 
ing markets beyond the self- 
sufficiency fringe. 


Press £5^G) American writer 
Julie Jordan, whose book sub¬ 
titled tiie pleasures of vege¬ 
tarian cookery is published here 
today, says: “ whole wheat flour 
should be used fresh, because 
if it is kept for too long, the 
oils of the germ will go randd 
. .. true whole wheat flour will 
not keep. 

"Fresh flour will give you • 
springy, lively dough to work 


with. And you’ll taste the 
difference.” 

How did the author of this 
stimulating selection of recipes 
alight on her extraordinary 
tide ? “ One day, almost three 
years ago, when I was cooking 
at the MacDowell Artists 
Colony in Peterborough, New 
Hampshire, I packed in the 
colonists’ lunch baskets my 
favourite unyeasted bread — an 
invention made from whole 
wheat flour, apricots, raisins, 
bananas, yogurt and walnuts. A 
colonist, Tillic Olsen, sent me a 
note right back: * Thanks for 
the bread—that's not staff of 
life bread—it's wings.’" As 
unyeasted bread is solid even 
by wholefood standards the 
airy analogy is on odd one. 
However the bread is excellent, 
a dense, semi-sweet loaf that is 
almost a meaj in itself. 

Infuriatingly, measurements 
in the book have not been con¬ 
verted from American . to 
Imperial and metric quantities, 
so I have adapted the recipes 
which follow here.

Thirdly, and possibly as an effect of 
pressure from women’s groups, cancer 
specialists have developed several ways 
of minimizing the mutilating aspects . of 
treatment. One method is for the operation 
to be restricted to simple removal of the 
lump followed by radiotherapy. Another 
alternative is for the breast to be removed 
but for a silicone replacement to be fitted 
beneath the skin either immediately or 
some months laser. Certainly the massive 
operations that were so common 10 years 
ago are now recommended far less often. 

Part of the explanation of the swing 
towards less radical stagery may be that 
women are coming for treatment earlier. 
One of the few certainties about breast 
cancer is that the smaller the lump, the 
better the outlook. As more women have 
learned techniques of self-examination or 
. begun to attend regular screening sessions, 
the proportion is rising with small 
tumours when first seen by a surgeon. 

The combination of greater awareness 
among women of the importance of early 
treatment and of improvements in that 
treatment should lead in the coining 
decade to a progressive reduction m mor¬ 
tality from breast cancer—at long last.

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Loach’s commitment to real people

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Eleven years after the success 
of Kes, the director, Ken 
Loach has taken another small- 
scale Northern talc with it 
child as a hero and made it 
into a film for die cinema with 
rbe help of the National Film 
Finance Corporation. 

In these days when block¬ 
busters are more or less com¬ 
pulsory on the small screen 
winch trained Loach as well as 
on the large, it seems a daring 
investment even at the knock¬ 
down price of £500,000. “ Even 
television films are costing; 
£700,000 ", he says. “ But even 
with the limitations of the 
schedule I wanted this to be a 
film For the cinema. There i9 
a frame round the experience. 
You go into the theatre, nothing 
is happening dll you arrive, you 
watch the film and then yon 
leave. On television the event 
is submerged—particularly if 
you are interested in making 
quiet films as I am. The still 
small voice is lost in the con¬ 
stant harangue: announcers 
popping up before and after, a 
compulsory cut every 20 
seconds, music which attacks 
you all the time. The pressure 
of the images devalues televi¬ 
sion. I think it is time to bring 
back the potter’s wheel and 
the swims on the river— 
remember those old inter¬ 
ludes ? * 

In Black Jack, which opens 
today. Loach has gone even 
further hack in history, to the 
eighteenth century, setting 
Leon Garfield's children’s book 
of the same name in Yorkshire 
rather than Surrey. M You can’t 
make a historical film in Sur¬ 
rey today. We wanted the 
landscape of North Yorkshire 
and the dialect of South York¬ 
shire. Jn the book the speech 
is unaccented, but if you do a 
period film in contemporary 
middle-class English it always 
turns the speakers into figures 
at a fancy dress parade. 

“I took a liking to York¬ 
shire because of the use of old 
forms of speech—thees and 
tbous and arts. They are 
echoes of the past and yet it 
is a very contemporary dialect. 
It is Arthur Scargill's dialect 
and you- can't get more con¬ 
temporary than that.” 

Contemporary or no. there 
are places where even the film- 
goer familiar with Yorkshire 
finds it difficult to understand 

a criticism which was also 
levelled at Kes. It gives the 
work, whether or not conscious¬ 
ly, a continental flavour which 
only enhances its reputation. 

“ It’s a fine balance to get the 
right dialect and smooth it 
out”, agrees Loach. “"My feel¬ 
ing is that more people under¬ 
stand more dialects nowadays 
because of television.” 

The child actors were 
naturals to the task, hand¬ 
picked by Loach from Barnsley 
schoo's. **I saw about 150 kids 
altogether.

Nicholas Georgiadis said, when 
he first designed Danses con¬ 
certantes 25 years ago, that bis 
decor was based on how he 
heard the music. I cannot 
understand bow his idea of the 
score could have changed in 
the way his new designs sug¬ 
gest. Over the past quarter of 
a century, Stravinsky has 
become more easily accessible.

London Sinf onietta

On Tuesday, the London Sin- 
fonierta see out to examine in 
five concerts, at weekly, inter¬ 
vals, the whole range of 
music produced since 1945. It 
is a tall order. Inevitably there 
are omissions to be lamented, 
inclusions to be winced at and 
emphases to be questioned, but 
never mind. Many excellent 
works are being rescued from 
the shortness of memory that 
afflicts contemporary music 
and, with 21 varied items cram¬ 
med into a month, this is_ a 
feat of enterprise and stamina 
such as only the Sinfonietta 

could have considered.-I. hope 
they may be rewarded by 
audiences as enthusiastic as the 
packed house for this opening 
concert. 

Ft did, however, seem odd that 
they should put that goodwill 
to the test straight away by 
s*arting with Sloc , - , v»useP , s 
M ikrophonie IT, which is, 
of all his works, the most pri¬ 
vate, dark and austere. Tn 
performance, it annears. nam-

Commentators have often 
remarked on Schubert’s indeb¬ 
tedness, in the fifth symphony, 
to Mozart’s great G minor, no 40 
Walter Weller, who conducted 
it for the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra on Tuesday, ignored 
such resemblances. As a Vien¬ 
nese bom and bred,- he has the 
music of both composers in his 
blood. Bird he put up a convinc¬ 
ing case for treating the Schu¬ 
bert as purest Schubert and 
nothing else. 

The Minuet may be in- the 
same key as Mozart’s, Ids read¬ 
ing proposed, but the context 
is quite different since the 
outer movements are in B flat. 
And Schubert's Minuet is not a 
bit angry, as he took it, but 
jolly and lilting. He refused to 
dawdle over the not-so-slow 
movement, again and again re¬ 
lating its music to the affable, 
lightly melancholy vein in other 
Schubert. The finale went 
sprucely, with a vigorous 
handling of the development. 
A slightly smaller string 
department (there were six 
double-basses in this perform¬ 
ance; mriglH: have Mated the 
work better, giving more promi¬ 
nence to the woodwind who 
played their solos’ ingratiat¬ 
ingly. 

Mahler's Dos Lied von der 
Erde does not need a curtain- 
raiser, though such a perform¬ 
ance made one glad that 
Schubert 5 bad been chosen. It 
was for the Mahler that most 
of the large audience had come 
to the concert, coupled perhaps 
with the popularity of the two 
soloists who shared its six 
movements, Janet Baker and 
Robert Tear. 

Dame Janet was apologizing 
for a heavy cold. The announce¬ 
ment was greeted, not with 
sighs of disappointment, but 
with fervent applause which her 
singing duly acknowledged, a 
masterpiece of expertise. Nqj 
a note was out of place or less 
than beautiful ; words and 
phrases and moods were per¬ 
fectly captured. She used much 
half-voice, exquisirely and 
appropriately, so as to save 
herself for passages where the 
singer must ride a full 
orchestra, and then she did not 
flinch. She fully deserved her 
acclamation afterwards. 

Mr Tear is not a Heldentenor, 
so the first song was too heavy 
for him (as for many who sing 
it), yet he battled bravely, 
stressing the wild ardour of 
text and music, as he also did 
in bis other two, less strenuous 
songs, an interesting and vivid 
approach, somewhat exag¬ 
gerated. 

The RPO played fervently, 
often perilously so, though 
Weller seemed self-confident at 
tbe helm, and disaster never 
actually arrived. It was an 
anxious performance (more so 
than Mahler intended), doubt¬ 
less much more so for dauntless 
Dame Janet.

Fausts is Thomas Mann's Adrian

Tbe man who most know every¬ 
thing, who must have every 
experience, who must inquire 
into each mystery, was mod¬ 
ern roan coining to birth ; his 
middle name was surely Prome¬ 
theus. And who shall say that 
Europe has not been punished 
for her Faustian presumption 
with seven! times seventy 
damnations? I would not be 
surprised to learn that there is 
a version in which Faust ends 
in Auschwitz: no, two versions 
in which be ends there respec¬ 
tively as victim and guard. 

A recent, very successful 
Faustdicher is Mr D. J. En- 
rififat. whose volume of poems 
in tbe theme. A Faust Book, 
appeared last year.

Festivals play 
the same 
old tunes 


The festival season is about to 
start again: from Greenwich to 
Harrogate, from Chichester to 
Perth, Brirain's towns and cities 
will offer their annual arts 
jamborees. Xo place seems too 
small to spawn a festival, and 
most of the organizers seem 
convinced their programmes 
will not only lighten tbe lives 
of the locals but also attract 
flocks of visitors. 

The reality is a little differ¬ 
ent: all too often the pro¬ 
g-amines appear intcrchcnge- 
nblc. featuring the same sort 
of events presented by the 
same son of people—and very 
little that is original. 

Festivals frequently hire the 
same artists simple because 
those arc rhe people on tour 
at that Time of the year. Even 
a festival as important as Edin¬ 
burgh operates to some exTenz, 
in the same way: parr of its 
programme is determined by 
the orchestras and performers 
available at the time on the 


international inuring ri rr mc- 

Directors of festivals, usually 
working on limited budgets 
with mhrirnaJ staf&s, unfortu¬ 
nately c oncen trate oa buying-in 
“ names ” rather than tackling 
the more difficult tasks of 
developing their own produc¬ 
tions, of involving; local talent, 
of creat in g new work. 

Luckily not all festivals fit 
the standard fo r mat : some 
specialize, like the Three Choirs 
or Buxton, while others do 
sometimes axtempr someefaing 
fresh. One such is Brighton, 
which in May presents the 
premiere of a new musical. 
Mutiny on tbe Bounty, convert¬ 
ing the Old Fishmarket into a 
theatre for the occasion. 

Thri is only a “ fringe ” 
event, _ with relatively little 
financial support, but it is the 
opening production of the 
Brighton Theatre Company, and 
could lead to tbe establishment 
of a permanent professional 
company. Tbe venture migh t- 
Prove a failure but at least it 
offers an original production, 
and it Could help to create 
something of permanent value 
to the town. 

Festival organizers, when 


reproached for the sterility of 
their programmes, often argue 
that they successfully garner 
public and priv a te funds to 
attract rarely-seen artists to 
their locality. But I cannot 
help feeling most festivals 
were launched with grander 
aim* than simply cramming the 
maximum number of celebrity 
artists into one short period 
of die year.

Sir, The situation arising over the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan 
changes so quickly, and involves 
so much historical background, that 
it is hard to compress constructive 
comment within the space of a 
letter. I attempt here to focus on 
on a few issues of strategic import, 
looking to the future bur in the 
framework of history. 

1. The Durand Line, accepted by 
Britain and successive Afghan 
rulers, is a difficult frontier. Neither 
the Raj nor its Pakistan successor 
has established full administration 
up to it. Moreover, when Britain 
withdrew from India, the Afghan 
Government, and notably Sardar 
Daxid, put in a chum for the rever¬ 
sion to Durrani rule of the tribal 
bell; and even of the North West 
Frontier Province itself up to the 
Indus. This concept is (mown as 
Pash Tunisian. Many of the Afghan 
refugees, said by President Zia now 
to number half a million, must be 
in this tribal belt, a sort of Alsatia. 

2. The partition of the sub-conti¬ 
nent in 1547 was carried out with 
scant regard to the position of the 
successor states on tile map of 
Aria. Partition has rendered next 
to impossible the defence of the 
sub-continent as a unit, for die suc¬ 
cessors are divided by ideologies 
as bitter as those of Ireland, but 
on m immense scale. President 
Ayub, during his decade of power, 
proposed a joint approach to 
defence of the subcontinental 
frontiers, but Pandit Nehru would 
hove none of it. Such an approach 
would have implied - that India 
regarded the Durand Line as being 
vital to her defence as to that- of 
Pakistan, and conversely that Paki¬ 
stan- would eye askance absorption 
of Tibet or Nepal by China. But 
such an approach has broken on 


govern men i for 13 consecutive 
years; the nation avoided the social 
breakdown which so many of its 
vrell-to-do supporters believed was 
inevitable and the vast majority 
of the population enjoyed the bene¬ 
fits of rising standards and full 
employment. 

What concerns the Tory Democrat 
section of the party, who are ap¬ 
parently now denounced as ** wet ”, 
is that the “ hard-faced ” element, 
whose attitudes derive from nine¬ 
teenth century Whig traditions in 
politics and economics, cow again 
appear to be in control of the 
country’s and the party’s destiny.

But a Conservative govern¬ 
ment in tbe 1980s which ceases ro 
be “Tory Democrat” based, whicb 
loses the support of the working 
population and forgets that -the only 
reason why it is now installed in 
Westminster is because its predeces¬ 
sors after 1945 revolutionized the 
social and economic attitudes of tbe 
party of tbe inter-war years, is going 
ro land itself and the country, 
sooner or later, in tag trouble.

In all matters relating to 
defence each of our successors 
looks over tbe shoulder at the 
other. 

6. It has been fashionable to sur¬ 
mise that the next Russian-move 
may be, by way of Baluchistan and 
possibly also Iran, to the Gulf to 
control the sources and routes of 
oiL This may well occur, but it is 
well to bear in mind that Moscow 
may aim higher, working on Tndo- 
Pakistan rivalries, to establish an . 
overriding Influence within the 
whole sub-continent. 

7. There is a danger that, ground 
between Kabul and Delhi, Pakistan 
may figure as a sort of Poland in 
Aria.

Sir. T run a large and busy acci¬ 
dent and emergency department in 
London. We have a happy working 
relationship with the police and 
from time tn time it is necessary 
for doctors from this department to 
court to give evidence. Many 
of ret courts, especially those close 
to the hospital, make special 
arrangements so that the doctors’ 
time is nor wasted; however, on 
other occasions a doctor is called 
and .may spend a whole day at a 
court, only to find that tbe case has 
been adjourned or that his evidence 
is not required' that day. 

-I am prompted to write this ler- 
ter today, because one of my junior 
. doctors has spent the wifole morning 
in a court. This is the second atten¬ 
dance for the same case, as on the 
previous occasion he was not re¬ 
quired because the case was ad¬ 
journed, and again the same thing 
has happened today. 

I realize the courts do have their 
own difficulties in getting aH of 
the witnesses present, hot It seems 
to me to be unnecessary to aril a 
doctor to a court tiouse before it 
is certain that he will be required 
that day. There must be some indi¬ 
cation that a case is on likely ro be 
heard, and although I instruct the 
doctors to impress on the pofe'ce that 
they should not he asked to attend 
tutiess'they are definitely required, 
on two occasions whole mornings 
have been wasted and patient care 
lftre has been delayed. 

Perhaps the authorities that 
organize courts will read this letter 
and devise a simple system to save 
professional time.

Biologists trying to unravel the 
way inherited Information carried 
in die genes is interpreted cor¬ 
rectly by living organisms arc 
having to change their ideas fre¬ 
quently as new and surprising 
results emerge from the world’s 
molecular biology laboratories. 

In this week's issue of Nature 
a team from Leicester University 
reports activity in a form of the 
genetic ma terial, the so-called 
satellite or repeated sequences 
thought for 20 years to be inert. 

The genetic material, carried in 
living cells in the form of thread¬ 
like chromosomes, is composed 
chiefly of deoxyribonucleic acid, 
DNA, a molecule made up of four 
different chemical subunits strung 
together in an almost infinite 
variety of sequences. 

In some portions of DNA—the 
genes—the order of the subiAiits 
specifies the genetic information 
which the cells use. 

But much of the DNA has no 
obvious fnnetion. Some of it con¬ 
sists of short stretches repeated 
over and over again, sometimes 
millions of tunes. 

The team at Leicester has re¬ 
ported that, contrary to expecta¬ 


tion, such sequences are not inert, 
|]ut undergo the first stage of the 
process leading to the production 
of protein. 

That stage involves copying the 
DNA to make a matching and 
complementary sequence of simi¬ 
lar subunits in a slightly different 
nucleic acid, RXA. RNA provides 
the disposable genetic messages 
that are eventually used by the 
ceH to build up amino adds into 
proteins. 

In laboratory conditions RNA 
can be made to bind tightly to 
Its complementary DNA, and Dr 
Jennifer Varley and her colleagues 
have taken advantage of that re¬ 
action to look for activity in the 
presumed inactive sequences. 

They worked with cells of the 
crested newt OTrltunu cristatus 
carmfex) which were destined to 
become eggs and were therefore 
making a great deal of protein, 
with their chromosomes readily 
risible under a microscope. 

Using g en eti c e n gi n e er ing tech¬ 
niques, the team extracted and 
purified 1 one of the short DNA 
sequences which exist in millions 
of copies throughout the chromo¬ 
somes of tiie crested newt. They 
made radioactive copies oF the 
sequence, and mixed them to- 


gsthar with, newt chromosomes 
nndcr conditions which in-the DNA 
copies could bind to any comple¬ 
mentary RNA taat was present. 

By exposing the radioactivity on 
a photographic platu, they found 
tfaJt certain regions of the 
chromosomes bad become bound 
to the radioactive DNA, showing 
that RNA was being made there. 
Thus they concluded that the 
highly repeated DNA present in 
those regions of the chromosomes 
had been actively malting RNA. 

Dr Varley and her colleagues do 
not think that highly repeated 
DNA is directly producing pro¬ 
teins, because the seqoence of its 
subunits would lead to extremely 
unusual proteins. Perhaps, they 
suggest, the stretches of RNA 
produced by the repeated 
sequences serve as signals to 
regulate the activity of other parts 
of the chromosome. 

Whatever Is really haopening, 
biologists may well have" to re¬ 
evaluate the role of repeated 
DNA. The assumption that It has a 
merely structural function seems 
no longer to be adequate.

When die sixpence ceases to 
be legal tender, on June 30, of 
the once-familiar “Lsd” coins 
there will only remain the four 
pieces of the royal mauody 
money. 

The sixpence came into exist¬ 
ence in 1551, at a time when 
the country was struggling to 
overcome tMe debasement of the 
coinage by Henry VIII. It was 
struck at the Tower mint, at a 
mint in Southwark, where Mint 
Street still exists, and at York. 
Each mint had its own identifi¬ 
cation mark: a barrel or tun 
for the Tower, Y for South¬ 
wark and a mullet for York. 

It was slightly over an inch 
In diameter and each piece was 
struck by hand on a thin silver 
flan.

The Last Word 

An Eyewitness Account of the 
Thorpe Trial 

By Auberon Waugh

Waugh’s account of the Thorpe 
trial at the Old Bailey, but from 
Act Two of Joe Orton’s What 
the Butler Saw. 

Waugh reviews the trial like 
a play, with a cast of bizarre 
characters, and a farcical and 
ultimately mysterious plot. Mr 
Justice Cantiey may have hoped 
for finality when he said, “Re¬ 
member, I have the last word 
But he didn’t gee it. 

We have already had one 
very interesting piece of paper¬ 
back journalism, the Sunday 
Times team’s Jeremy Thorpe: 
A Secret Life. Waugh’s book 
looks at die whole strange story 
again, from his seat in the stalls 
on rite site where Newgate jail 
once stood: 


Mr John Mathew, QC: / wonder 
whether the scales of justice held 
by that figure on the dome at the 
top of this court is (sic) still 
trembling ... 

Auberon Waugh: “ At the 
time. I thought that one could 
object to this opening sentence 
(of the closing address in 
defence of David Holmes] on 
several grounds—chat scales are 
plural and do not have ears, that 
if he really wanted to know if 
they' were still' trembling he 
could perfectly well have gone 
outside and looked. But I also 
began to suspect that the exager- 
aredly high-flown oratory was 
deliberate." 

There is a lot in common be¬ 
tween the trades of political 
correspondent (which Waugh 
currently is,.for the Spectator ) 
and theatre critic. David Watt 
wrote drama notices for the 
same magazine, before becom¬ 
ing political editor of the 
Financial Times. The Guardian's 
political pundit, Peter Jenkins, 
now doubles up both roles. 
James Fenton has just .moved 
from a New Statesman politics 
column to drama criticism at 
The Sunday Times. 

Apart from his introduction 
and a brief epilogue, he 
doesn’t stray far from' what 
actually happens in that court¬ 
room.

Admittedly, the wearisome 
manoeuvres and interminable 
minutes which constitute diplo¬ 
matic history seldom make com¬ 
pelling reading. But Dr White 
subtitles his book “ A Study in 
tbe Politics of Diplomacy ” and 
says that it is not merely a 
conventional account of diplo¬ 
matic tit-for-tats but an examin¬ 
ation of “ the sociology of inter¬ 
national politics In other 
words, he reviews tbe attitude 
towards Russia of British 
socialists, imperialists and in¬ 
dustrialists. and assesses their 
influence on the diplomatists. 

It is all the more lamentable, 
therefore, that Dr White fails 
to communicate any sense of 
the drama implicit in the con¬ 
frontation between the lion in 
all his imperial glory and the 
bear so strangely metamor¬ 
phosed by whar Winston 
Churchill called the “ baboonery 
of Bolshevism”. 

Well, what can one expect 
from a warmed-up PhD thesis ? 

One can expect; at least, the 
scholarship to - be impeccable. 

Yet nowhere in Dr White’s 61 
pages of bibliography and refer¬ 
ences is mention made of that 
brilliant, crucial (and very 
funny) piece of detective work 
by .Christopher Andrew, “The 
British Secret Service and 
Anglo-Soviet Relations in the 
1920s ” (Historical Journal,

He illustrates, for 
example, the important role 
played by. manufacturers and 
financiers in determining Lloyd 
George’s policy of “peaceful 
penetration ”, die insemination 
of communism by capitalism 
via commercial intercourse. “ To 
love one’s . neighbour ”, the 
Prime Minister characteristi¬ 
cally remarked, “ is not only 
good sound Christianity : it is 
good business.” 

And Dr White shows that.it 
was chiefly the desire to expand 
trade wluch caused Ramsay 
MacDonald’s • government to 
establish full diplomatic rela¬

Sir Alan Cottrell, a former 
government chief scientific 
adviser and one of the most 
respected metallurgists in the 
United Kingdom, told a House 
of Commons select committee 
yesterday that the Department 
if energy was wrong to go 
ahead with establishing the 
American-designed pressurised 
water reactor (PWR) for Bri¬ 
tain’s nuclear power needs. 

Using the accident at Harris¬ 
burg in the United States last 
year to illustrate what he 
regarded as inherent weak¬ 
nesses in the PWR reactor. Sir 
Alan told the Select Committee 
on Energy that he was “un¬ 
easy’’ about th esafety of the 
System. 

His unease stemmed from 
the fact that cooling water was 
stored under pressure in a 
PWR to keep it from boiling. 
Any sudden loss of this coo¬ 
lant could result, as happened 
at Harrisburg in water turning 
to steam, and operators having 
only a couple of minutes to 
make decisions- 

With the British-designed 
advanced gas-coaled reactor 
(AGR) the gas retained its 


leak and gave operators a 
longer rime in which to react 
to an emergency. 

bir Alan’s evidence, which 
was delivered in a low key, 
factual manner, backed up by 
a written memorandum, clearly- 
impressed the MPs, who are 
bound ro give it considerable 


weight when they come to 
write their report on the Bri¬ 
tish nuclear programme. 

Mr David Howell, the Secre¬ 
tary of State for Energy, com¬ 
mitted Britain, in a statement 
to Parliament last December, 
to building ar least one PWR, 
providing the design passed 
safety criteria and a public 
Inquiry. The statement also 
promised the building of nu¬ 
clear power stations at the rate 
of about one a year for 10 
years. 

Sir Alan considered that it 
did not make sense in commer¬ 
cial terms to build one PWR 
unless a series were planned. 
It is generally understood that 
this is exactly what is in¬ 
tended. 

The change from the British- 
designed AGR was, according 
to Sir Alan, unnecessary. It 
had many merits, was under¬ 
stood by British engineers and 
should be continued. 

He refused, however, to be 
drawn into saying that it 
would be impossible to operate 
a PWR safely. His concern was 
with the possibility of poten¬ 
tially dangerous cracks form¬ 
ing in the essential pressure 


radioactive core, the problems 
in tracing cracks when they 
occurred, and, in the event of 
disaster, the speed with which 
operators would be forced to 
react. 

Cracks of lin in a pressure 
vessel wpuld be difficult to 
detect by today’s very high 


standard of ultra-souic testing, 
yet cracks so small could sud¬ 
denly spread without warning, 
leading to a disintegration of 
the reactor and a possible 
disaster. 

Cracks of Jin had been 
found in French PWRs. These 
posed no safety dangers, but 
would do if they were to 
become larger. This could 
create an agonizing choice as 
the technology for mending 
cracks of one inch or more in 
a radioactive vessel was not 
yet available. 

“ Ago vern ment would be 
faced with a most difficult 
derision”. Sir Alan wrote in 
his memorandum, “ either to 
take the chance of running die 
reactor knowing that it con¬ 
tained such cracks or to sbut^ 
down the reactor at a fraction 
Of its planned economic life 

Sir Alan believed that the 
scientific evidence he worked 
on was little different to that 
used by Sir Walter Marshal], 
deputy chairman of United 
Kingdom Energy Authority, 
whose report cm OWRs was 
favourable to their introduc¬ 
tion.

Belfast has .been, .selected by 
General Motors for one of its 
five new car component’ fac¬ 
tories in Europe to support .the 
car assembly plant being built 
at Zaragoza in Spain and the 
new engine plant in Vienna. 

The five factories were 
announced in Detroit yesterday 
by Mr Elliott. Estes,..the GM 
president. Three of the factories 
will be in Spain—-two in- Cadiz 
and one near Zaragoza—and the 
fourth will be in Vsenna. The 
five new plants will raise GM*s 
recent investment in Europe to 
about $2,400m (£l,000m) ; 

The Belfast development ..-'will 
add a further 600 jobs to the 
600 already planned for the 
first GM facility in Northern 
Ireland, the Fisher Body seat 
belt factory at Dundonald which 
wiU start production in June. 

In ■ a £20m . programme, - in¬ 
cluding government industrial 
development grants, the Dun- 
donald factory will be extended 
and a second plant opened on 
the opposite side of the city, at 
Kennedy Way, in Anderson*- 
town. 

This is politically important 
because it will bring 450 new 
jobs to the most depressed area 
of west Belfast mid CM’S over¬ 
all investment in the dty will 
be seen to benefit, Protestant 
and Catholic areas alike. 

At Dundonald, a 75.000 sq 
ft extension will be added to 
what was formerly a Rolls- 
Royce aero engine factory and 
which 'has been extensively re¬ 
equipped by General Motors in 
a E16m investment scheme 
announced in 1978. A further 
150 jobs will be coining up at 
the Dundonald site. 

The Anderstown plant will be 
set up in a Department of Com¬ 
merce advance factory being 
built. Together the two plants 
will add a range of components 
to support its Vauxhall and 
Opel European production lines. 
These will include window 
winders, door latches and ex¬ 
terior mouldings and will ini¬ 
tially be supplied to GM*s own 
European assembly plants but 
later offered for sale to other 
car manufacturers. 

General Motors* decision to 
more than double its Belfast 
output is a further step in 
Northern Ireland’s successful 
drive to expand vehicle com¬ 
ponent manufacture in the 
province. It comes shortly 
after the announcement, by the 
Chamberlain Phipps group, of a 
450-job vehicle trim factory for 
Anderson st own. 



Mr Humphrey Atkins, Secretary of State for 
Northern Ireland and his wife Margaret 
yesterday visited the De Lorean factory at 
Dunmurray where they saw the first DMC-12 
sports car to be assembled at the plant. 

The factory in which the Government’s 
Northern Ireland Development Agency has' 
a £17.6m stake is nearing completion and 
production models of the car should be 
available in the autumn.

The fed¬ 
eration said yesterday that the 
prices of imparted wood pulp 
were continuing to rise and sup¬ 
plies would become scarcer as 
many of the world suppliers of 
market palp began to manufac¬ 
ture paper and board them¬ 
selves.

Can Britain buck the 
interest rate trend? 


Carrington Viyella’s profits for 1979 look 
bad enough on an historic cost basis; on a 
current cost basts they would look a good 
deal worse. For instance the dividend, which 
has been more than halved to the point at 
which the 6.9 per cent yield at 16p is more 
than twice covered by reported earnings, 
would almost certainly not be covered on 
any reasonable assumptions on the replace' 
meat cost of assets. 

But then, Carrington Viyella is not alone. 
Where the company does differ from most 
of the rest of British industry is in its very 
high dependence on a borne market vulner¬ 
able to importSr—and particularly imports 
from the “ Mediterranean associates” over 
whose trade activities the EEC has very little 
control. Hence two of last year’s four 
closures, which in all cost £2.44m above the 
line, and another £I.77ra (expenses on 
liquidation plus the loss on disposal of the 
Italian subsidiary Carrington-Tesit) below 
it. 

In consequence of these losses, and of the 
42 per cent increase in interest charges to 
£8.37m, though profits on a comparable basis 
are down by a mere £500,000 at the trading 
level, ar the attributable level they amount 
to only £4.5m as against £ 10.92m. 

The expenses of closure have helped send 
short term borrowings sharply higher; but 
; working capital requirements should decline 
. this year, and since capital spending too 
has been slashed, apart from seasonal fluc¬ 
tuations it is unlikely that gearing will rise 
much above the 52 per cent recorded ax the 
. year end. This implies that CV will survive; 
but are there any signs that it will flourish ? 

In several areas—notably outerwear and 
Dorm a—Carrington .Viyella in fact did well 
last year, ihanks very largely to a policy of 
going up-mark,et to beat the competition.
